STATE  HISTORICAL  MONUMENT 


It  was  to  John  Augustus  Sutter’s  stronghold,  founded  in  1839 
under  the  Mexican  flag,  that  many  covered  wagon  pioneers  made 
their  way.  Here  were  men  and  events  responsible  for  the  finding 
of  that  first  bit  of  precious  ore  in  tbe  tailrace  of  the  sawmill  which 
Sutter  and  James  Wilson  Marshall  were  constructing  at  Coloma. 
Here  came  the  first  wave  of  gold  seekers,  and  the  first  storekeepers 
and  blacksmiths  to  outfit  them  for  the  mines.  Sutter’s  eldest  son 
ordered  the  first  survey  of  the  City  of  Sacramento  in  the  latter 
part  of  1848.  And  the  elder  Sutter  became  a  member  of  the  first 
Constitutional  Convention  in  1849  which  prepared  the  way  for 
admission  of  California  as  the  thirty-first  State. 

The  reconstructed  fort,  now  a  state  historical  monument,  is 
visited  annually  by  thousands  of  men,  women  and  school  chil¬ 
dren,  who  here  learn  something  of  what  life  was  like  in  the 
stirring  days  when  Sutter  and  his  fellow  pioneers  were  laying  the 
foundations  of  an  empire  greater  than  even  they  had  dreamed  of. 


Sutter  in  uniform.  He  was  military  com* 
mander  of  the  northern  frontier  under  the 
Mexican  regime.  In  1853  the  State  gave 
him  the  honorary  title  of  Major-General 
of  the  California  Militia.  He  was  com¬ 
monly  called  **Captain,**  a  courtesy  title.

The  romantic  story  of  California  Gold  Rush  Days 
— and  the  Forty-Niners  is  just  one  more  step 
forward  in  the  glorious  history  of  our  great 
United  States  of  America. 

Did  you  know  that  the  present  State  of  Cali¬ 
fornia  was  a  part  of  Mexico  on  January  1,  1846; 
a  quiet  land  of  Rancheros  and  cattle? 

And  by  the  end  of  that  same  month,  over  a  half 
million  square  miles  had  been  signed  over, to 
the  United  States  by  Mexico  through  the  Treaty 
of  Guadalupe  Hidalgo  for  15  million  dollars. 

Yet  even  before  the  treaty  had  been  signed,  the 
first  gold  nugget  had  been  discovered  on  the 
land  of  Captain  John  Sutter  and  within  less  than 
10  years  of  the  gold  rush,  somnolent  California 
and  the  unknown  Far  West  became  the  most  talked 
about  and  romantic  portion  of  the  earth’ s  globe. 

We  should  begin  our  story  with  a  resume  of  the 
life  of  Captain  Sutter  and  his  California  Em¬ 
pire.  John  Augustus  Sutter  was  from  Switzer¬ 
land  where,  as  a  young  man,  he  fled  a  possible 
debtor’s  prison  to  end  up  in  the  Sacramento 
Valley  of  California  where  he  launched  a  colony 
under  great  hardship  through  his  great  leader¬ 
ship  as  a  colonizer.  He  had  staked  out  an  area 
of  some  76  square  miles  as  his  empire,  under  a 
temporary  permit  which  would  not  be  valid  until 
he  became  a  Mexican  Citizen  at  the  end  of  his 
year  of  residence  in  July,  1840. 

He  had  arrived  by  ship  from  Honolulu  and  Sitka, 
Alaska,  to  present  himself  before  the  Governor 
Juan  Bautist  Alvaredo  at  the  capital  in  Monterey. 

His  dream  was  an  isolated,  independent  empire 
where  he  would  be  absolute  master.  His  life  up 
to  now  had  been  a  series  of  failures.  After 
years  of  wandering  by  way  of  Burdorf  and  Basel 
in  Europe,  New  York,  Cincinnati,  St.  Louis,  Santa 
Fe,  Vancouver  with  its  many  reverses,  he  came  by 
way  of  Hawaii  and  Alaska  to  the  Sacramento  Valley. 

John  Sutter  at  36,  handsome,  loveible,  capable  and 
well-liked,  knew  just  what  he  wanted.  And  he  had 
found  it  here  in  this  fertile  and  well-endowed 
land  of  forest  and  plain.  He  had  brought  in  his 
ship  from  Honolulu  merchandise  which  gave  him 
credit  for  the  supplies  needed  for  his  coloniz¬ 
ing.  He  had  even  brought  a  number  of  native 
Hawaiians,  men  and  women,  in  his  service  to  help 
him  in  his  great  task. 

He  had  purchased  a  small  boat  and  rented  several 
other  ships  to  sail  his  small  flotilla  from  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  up  the  Sacramento  River  to  his 
new  empire.  It  had  been  well  described  previ¬ 
ously  before  by  one  well  acquainted  with  the  area. 
It  was  then  that  he  had  bestowed  upon  himself  the 
title  of  Captain  John  Sutter.  With  his  lovable 
personality,  he  soon  made  friends  with  the  native 
Indians  who  gave  him  great  aid. 


The  land  was  fertile  -  the  game  was  plentiful  - 
the  weather  comfortable.  With  his  trapping  of 
furs,  he  was  able  to  build  up  a  credit  at  Yerbe 
Buena,  the  trading  post.  And  he  began  to  build 
up  his  paradise.  He  cut  down  great  trees  for 
timber,  made  bricks  of  adobe,  and  built  a  fort 
500  foot  long,  150  feet  wide,  with  walls  eight¬ 
een  feet  high  and  three  feet  thick.  There  were 
corner  bastians  to  house  the  cannons  for  defense. 


He  was  building  up  his  Sacramento  Valley  Empire 
just  as  Colonel  Mariano  Vallejo,  the  able  Com¬ 
mander  General  of  the  Mexican  Forces  had  built 
up  the  Valley  of  the  Moon,  further  to  the  north 
at  Sonora. 

At  this  time  there  was  a  certain  political  wres¬ 
tling  between  certain  nations,  apparent  just  be¬ 
low  the  visable  surface. 

Mexico  proper,  had  little  liking  for  its  Cali¬ 
fornia  offspring  which  it  had  acquired  in  it’s 
freedom  from  the  control  of  Spain  some  years 
before.  It  was  entirely  unproductive  and  an 
expense  to  maintain.  Yet  it  was  reluctant  to 
just  cast  it  aside  to  some  other  neighbor,  just 
for  grabs. 

Then  there  was  England.  English  authority  by 
the  way  of  Canada  to  the  north  cast  a  avari¬ 
cious  eye  upon  this  unknown  area  and  tried  to 
dig  a  firm  foothold  so  as  to  be  on  hand,  just 
in  case  the  power  and  control  of  Mexico  weak¬ 
ened  and  waned. 

The  Californians  themselves,  with  the  Americans 
present,  felt  they  could  benefit  and  grow  bet¬ 
ter  under  American  sovereignity.  Their  great 
fear  was  in  the  knowledge  that  Mexico  was  in 
debt  to  England  to  the  extent  of  $50  million 
dollars  and  might  be  easily  induced  to  settle 
this  debt  by  handing  over  an  unproductive  li¬ 
ability  to  clear  the  slate. 

Then  there  was  Russia,  who  still  owned  Alaska 
and  who  since  1812  had  organized  Russian  Col¬ 
onies  all  along  the  West  coast  for  their  pro¬ 
ductive  fur  industry.  By  1840,  after  they  had 
taken  out  millions  of  dollars  in  furs  and  otter 
skins,  they  were  ready  to  sell  out  to  the  high¬ 
est  bidder  their  material  assets.  These  they 
first  offered  to  Mexico  who  assumed  the  Rus¬ 
sians  were  leaving  in  defeat  and  ordered  Gov¬ 
ernor  Alvarez  to  take  over  the  Russian  Fort. 
Then  the  Russian  Commander  offered  it  to  Com¬ 
mander  General  Mariano  Vallejo  who  refused  the 
deal. 

England’s  Hudson  Bay  Company  was  next  given  an 
opportunity  for  a  deal  at  $30,000.  But  Hudson 
Bay  overseas  Governor  Simpson  realized  he  would 
be  receiving  only  the  improvements,  but  with  no 
claim  to  the  soil. 


The  Marshall  Gold  Discovery  State  Park  in  El  Dorado  County  commemorates  Marshall’s 
momentous  discovery.  Here  Highway  49  follows  Main  Street  in  the  village  of  Coloma,  with 
its  few  remaining  landmarks,  deep  mining  scars  half  hidden  by  locust  trees,  and  a  handful 
of  cottages  and  tangled  gardens.  Once  the  focal  point  of  world-wide  migration,  this  historic 
ground  is  still  visited  annually  by  thousands  of  people. 

Here  is  the  gold  discovery  site  and  the  sawmill  which  Marshall  built  for  Captain  John  A. 
Sutter  of  Sutter’s  Fort  in  1847-1848.  Both  sites,  on  the  south  bank  of  the  American  River 
about  200  feet  apart,  may  be  reached  by  a  well-marked  trail.  The  James  W.  Marshall 
Monument,  which  stands  on  a  hilltop  to  the  south,  is  visible  from  both. 

Excavations  made  in  1924  by  Philip  C.  Bekeart,  son  of  a  Coloma  pioneer,  succeeded  in 
relocating  the  site  of  the  mill,  and  here  a  stone  monument  was  erected  by  the  Society  of 
California  Pioneers.

At  this  point.  Captain  Sutter,  who  had  made  great 
and  substantial  advancement  in  his  Sacramento 
Valley  Empire,  offered  to  buy  out  the  Russian 
holdings  on  favorable  terms  and  it  was  immed¬ 
iately  accepted*  In  the  deal,  he  received  all 
of  the  property  at  Fort  Ross  and  Bodega  Bay, 
including  all  of  the  stock  and  improvements* 

This  was  most  fortunate,  for  the  Russians  sold 
out  before  Gold  was  discovered  and  they  would 
have  been  first  on  the  spot* 

Mexico  did  not  get  their  hands  on  the  cannon, 
live  stock  and  equipment,  which  could  have  nicely 
stocked  a  Mexican  Army,  just  in  case* 

Most  of  all,  England  would  have  been  so  solidly 
entrenched  that  it  would  have  been  most  diffi¬ 
cult  for  California  to  have  become  an  American 
State  of  the  Union. 

By  now.  Captain  John  had  become  the  most  pow¬ 
erful  individual  in  the  Far  West,  even  though 
he  was  greatly  over  extended  and  deeply  in 
debt* 

So  at  this  stage,  Russia  and  England  were  no 
longer  contenders*  But  France  entered  the 
picture  and  made  her  play  by  sending  De  Mofras 
to  "case  the  joint”,  using  a  slang  expression* 
They  planned  on  surveying  the  entire  area* 

But  the  United  States  Government  trumped 
France's  ace  by  arriving  with  four  armed  navel 
vessels  under  Commander  Charles  Wilkes  to  chart 
the  entire  coastline  as  he  had  been  doing  up 
further  north* 

However,  neither  France's  emmissary  or  U.S*. 
Conwander  Wilkes  gave  a  rosy  report  of  Cali¬ 
fornia  government  set-up  to  their  respective 
governments* 

Now,  slowly  but  surely  the  newspapers  back  east 
began  to  arouse  interest  when  they  spoke  of  "the 
finest  country  and  climate  beyond  all  comparison" 
and  Western  emigration  began  to  Increase*  Even 
Horace  Greely  said,  "Go  West  my  Son,  Go  West*" 

Though  there  were  no  roads,  no  passes,  no  maps, 
no  conveniences,  just  blood  and  sweat  and  tears 
and  dust  on  the  overland  route  or  the  Texas- 
Mexican  border  route  of  seven  months  hardship, 
by  land  or  by  sea  around  the  horn,  nevertheless 
the  interest  in  California  grew  and  emigration 
increased*  The  first  emigrant  party  to  complete 
the  overland  journey  to  California  arrived  by 
1841,  followed  by  just  a  few  months  by  several 
other  parties* 

To  many  of  the  early  emigrants,  Fort  Sutter  was 
like  a  shining  Beacon  in  the  fog*  The  warmth 
of  Sutter's  welcome  —  the  food,  the  comfort,  the 
opportunity  to  find  work,  was  indeed  welcome* 


He  was  a  giant  figure  on  the  landscape*  His 
fort  and  the  surrounding  area  was  a  self-sus¬ 
taining  community  of  carpenters,  blacksmiths, 
gunsmiths,  shoemakers,  mill  hands,  and  agricul¬ 
turists*  He  governed  his  people  well  -  he  mar¬ 
ried  couples,  and  he  was  the  overlord  of  avast 
Empire* 


James  W*  Marshall 


Now  let  us  talk  about  James  Marshall,  for  you 
will  remember  it  was  he  who  first  discovered 
GOLD*  A  small  gold  nugget,  half  the  size  of  a 
pea,  while  digging  a  water  ditch  which  was  to 
supply  the  water  to  the  new  saw  mill’  he  had 
just  completed*  Marshall,  born  in  New  Jersey 
in  1810,  was  a  wandering  carpenter  -  unfriendly, 
solitary,  silent,  and  at  a  time  cantankerous* 

He  had  had  only  a  moderate  schoolroom  education, 
learned  his  trade  from  his  father,  a  wagon  and 
coach  builder*  Never  settled,  he  wandered  from 
place  to  place,  he  finally  arrived  in  Califor¬ 
nia,  and  naturally  at  Fort  Sutter,  where  he  was 
employed  as  mechanic  and  carpenter,  repairing 
wagons  and  building  buildings* 

After  some  time,  he  suggested  that  Sutter  give 
him  an  Indian  guide  so  that  he  might  go  way 
back  up  the  mountain  where  he  could  search  for 

a  site  and  build  a  saw  mill  in  a  good  stand  of 
timber,  so  he  could  cut  it  down,  saw  it  into 
lumber,  and  float  it  down  the  river  to  the  fort* 

The  area  selected  is  known  as  Coloma*  The  river 
flowed  through  the  center  of  a  narrow  valley 
gorge  with  high  steep  banks*  They  found  abun- 
dent  water  power,  inexhaustible  timber  and  an 
excellent  mill  site*  James  Marshall  -  though 
quiet  -  had  immense  driving  power*  He  had  se¬ 
cured  a  contract,  money,  supplies,  men,  from 
Captain  Sutter  and  was  now  on  the  threshold  of 
success  —  could  at  last  become  a  man  of  sub¬ 
stance*  Right  after  New  Years  of  1848  the  mill 
was  completed*  Now  to  complete  the  water  chan¬ 
nel  bottom  to  check  if  all  was  clear.  At  the 
bottom  he  saw  something  which  glittered,  lodged 
in  a  crevice  on  the  rock  bottom*  He  picked  it 
up*  It  was  heavy  and  of  a  strange  color*  He 
wondered*  Pounded  it  on  a  rock  with  another 
rock  and  it  appeared  soft  and  metallic*  He  had 
found  GOLD. 

He  gathered  a  few  more  specimens  and  rushed  back 
down  to  Fort  Sutter,  some  50  miles  away*  He  and 
Captain  Sutter  locked  the  door,  got  out  testing 
equipment,  studied  the  Encyclopedia  Americana, 
and  then  they  both  agreed.  Gold  had  been  dis¬ 
covered* 

For  California  *  •  *  this  was  the  beginning* 

But  for  Captain  Sutter  *  *  *  it  was  the  End,  and 
ruin* 


The  story  of  gold  begins  with  Sutter’s 
decision  to  build  a  sawmill  in  the  small 
valley  called  Culluma  (Coloma)  by  the 
Indians  who  lived  there.  Sutter  and  Mar¬ 
shall  signed  a  contract  on  August  27, 
1 547,  Marshall  to  erect  and  operate  the 
sawmill,  Sutter  to  furnish  equipment, 
tfxjls,  and  other  supplies,  as  well  as  labor. 
Marshall  and  Peter  Wimmer,  his  assistant, 
l>egan  at  once. 


MARSHALL  BUILDS  THE  MILL 


An  old  river  channel,  used  for  the  tail- 
race,  was  deepened  and  widened  to  let 
the  water  flow  through  more  freely. 
Finding  the  race  still  not  deep  enough, 
Marshall  ordered  excavations  to  be  car¬ 
ried  on  by  day,  while  at  night  the  gates 
of  the  forebay  were  lifted  to  allow  the 
water  to  run  through  the  entire  ditch, 
washing  away  loose  dirt,  gravel,  and  clay.

HCW  IT  ALL  STARTEDI 


The  Gold  Rush  Days  of  the  Forty-Niners  began  with  Jim 
Marshalls  finding  of  a  few  flakes  of  Gold  in  the  tailrace- 
while  b\iilding  a  new  saw  mill  for  Oaptain  Sutter,  along 
the  American  River. 

You  have  heard  of  Oaptain  Sutter's  Fort,  in  this  vast, 
then  pioneer  country,  he  had  received  from  the  Mexican 
Governor  Alvarado,  where  he  hoped  to  build  his  empire. 

On  your  next  visit  to  California,  you  can  actually  visit 
this  fort,  in  Sacramento,  since  it  has  been  remodeled  and 
kept  up  as  a  public  park. 

You  can  also  visit  the  actual  saw  mill  where  Marshall 
first  made  his  discovery,  bade  in  January  of  1848. 
Thereafter,  the  next  six  years  are  a  dramatic  chapter  in 
the  history  of  California  and  the  United  States.  During 
these  years,  thousands  of  men  from  all  over  the  United 
States  and  even  from  abroad  converged  on  this  new  and  open 
Teruritory  which  had  just  been  purchased  fmm  the  Mexican 
Government. Over  a  half  million  squam  mile,  for  15 
niillion  dollars.  Practically  peanuts. . .but  then  the  United 
States  «.*'  has  always  been  most  capable  and  fortunated  in 
it*s  real  estate  dealings.  They  picked  up  about  a 
one  fourth  of  the  United  States  at  about  two  cents  an 
acre,  when  they  bought  the  Louisiana  Territory  frxmi 
France  for  $15  million  dollars. 

Alaska,  which  we  bought  fr^  Russia  for  some  7  million 
dollars  or  approximately  three  cents  per  acre,  pays  it* self 
off  regularly  each  year  in  benefits  derived. 

And  California  is  no  exception. 

Gold,  of  course,  had  been  discovered  earlier  than  1848, 
in  California,  but  that  small  nugget,  half  the  size  of  a 
dime  that  Marshall  fo\and  in  that  closed  off  tailrace, 
touched  off  the  gold  stan^sede  which  rushed  California  into 
the  tfiiion. 

It  seems,  that  Sutter  needed  more  lumber  in  his  activities 
at  the  fort.  Marshall  had  just  come  to  work  for  him  a 
short  time  before,  as  a  carpenter  and  all  ro\md  man. 

Here  was  his  opportunity,  to  bvdld  a  sawmill  for  Sutter, 
and  on  a  partnership  basis.  They  pideed  this  spot  on  the 
south  foric  of  the  American  River,  about  50  miles  from  the 
fort,  in  a  pine  clad  valley  where  Colcmia  became  a  town.  i 
They  planned  to  float  the  lumber  down  the  river  to  the  fort. 
The  water  supply  was  to  come  from  the  adjacent  river  by 
way  of  a  tailrace  or  channel.  The  sawmill  was  about  com¬ 
pleted,  but  the  tailrace  was  not  deep  enoi^gh  to  run  in 
the  water.  So  it  was  temporarily  blodced  off,  to  clean 
it  out  and  make  it  deeper.  While  inspecting  this  ditch, 
after  the  woi^c  had  progressed  and  diii  and  rodcs  had  been 
loosened  *  he  notice  a  shining  sparkle  at  the  bottom. 

He  pideed  up  this  first  piece  of  gold,  in  amazement. First  ' 
pounding  it  with  a  rode-  on  rock-  to  see  if  it  might  be 
just  fools  gold;-  but  it  proved  to  be  malleable.  Then  he 
said,  "Boys,  I  believe  I  have  found  gold." 


He  also  found  a  problem.  Hero  he  had  a  sawmill,  about  to 
go  into  production. .  .but  his  men  wovild  rather  dig  for  gold 
to  got  rich.  Sutter  was  immediatly  notified  of  the  find. 
Then  he... had  a  problem,  for  it  seems  that  with  all  his 
land  holdings,  he  did  not  have  the  mineral  rights,  to 
protect  him.  He  could  not  just  drop  everything  to  dig  for 
gold,  but  the  men  could... and  did.  Everything  was 
dropped,  in  the  mad  rush, by  the  workers.  The  harvested 
grain  was  left  to  rot  in  the  grainorios.  No  liunbor  was 
floated  down  the  river.  He  had  tried  to  keep  it  all  a 
secret  at  first,  but  the  news  soon  leaked  out  and  spread 
like  wild  fire. 


When  word  of  the  gold  discovery  at  Sutter’s  Sawmill  reached 
the  East,  accompanied  ty  enticing  samples  of  "dust"  and 
nuggets,  excitement  knew  no  bounds.  GOLDI  CALIFORNIA  I 
People  in  reading  certain  newspaper  reports  -dated  Aug.  29th 
got  the  impression  that  you  just  ran  over  the  land  and 
picked  gold-  raw  gold-  to  fill  baskets.  Some  ludey  and 
hard  working  miners,  did  strike  it  rich,  but  many  more 


worked  hard  in  great  privation  and  suffering  at  a  poor 
days  wage.  The  storekeepers  were  the  ones  who  really  did 
strike  it  rich.  Sometimes  they  received  ...  an  ounce  of 
gold  dust-  worth  $18.-  for  a  bottle  of  brandy  or  a  plug  of 
tobacco.  And  the  dance  hall  girls,  did  not  do  too  badly 
either. 

Yet,  for  those  first  six  years,  things  were  hectic  • 


The  population  in  California  jun?)ed  from  100,000  to  some 
250,000  in  4  years.  The  gold  production  in  1848  was  ten 
million;  forty  million  for  1849;  fifty  million  for  I85O; 
^d  by  I853  it  had  reached  some  sixty-five  million,  irtien 
it  began  to  decline.  The  purchase  of  California  turned  out 
to  be  a  Big  profit  and  a  qui<dc  turn- over. 


It  put  California  on  the  map,  and  it  put  IMcle  Sam  on  his 

feet  and  helped  pay  off  some  of  the  expences  of  the  Mexican 
War. 


But  it  put  both  James  Marshall-  the  discoverer  of  the  gold, 
and  Captain  John  Sutter,  the  overseer  of  a  vast  and 
i^gnificent  Qnpire  on  their  broad  bottoms.  Marshall  died 
in  poverty,  and  Sutter  lost  practically  eveiything. 

But  he  did  make  for  himself  a  great  name  in  History. 

And  he  lived  to  the  year  1880  to  tell  about  it.

The  above  represents  the  manner 
of  constructing  the"H5rdra\ilic 
Telegraph,"  as  it  is  named.  A 
small  flume  is  placed  upon  poles 
or  high  tressels,  thru  which  the 
water  is  conveyed  from  the  canal 


Hydraulic  Washing 


The  scene  above  represents  a 
con53any  of  miners  washing  down 
the  hill  by  the  hydraulic 
process.  The  water  from  above 
being  confined  in  a  strong  hose, 
is  played  thru  a  pipe  i^on  the 
bank  of  sand  and  gravel,  with 
great  force  and  effect.  Ey 
this  process,  great  quantities 
of  earth  are  washed  down,  and 
passing  thru  a  long  sluice, 
the  gold  is  there  saved.  Some 
times  where  the  gold  is  very 
fine,  the  Guyaskutus  is  of 
great  value  to  the  miner, 
saving  nearly  enovigh  to  pay  his 
weekly  water  bill. 


or  ditdi  to  a  barrel  or  square 
wooden  funnel  at  the  end,  to 
which  is  attached  the  hose. 

These  Telegraphs  are  generally 
from  80  to  I30  feet  above  the 
pipe  from  which  the  water  escapes, 
r.  thus  creating  the  required  force 
for  washing  down  banks  of  earth 
into  the  sluice. 


Sluicing 

A  company  of  minors  are "sluicing! j 
those  at  the  upper  end  are  throwing 
in  the  pay  dirt,  and  the  man  at 
the  lower  end  is  tending  the  sltdee 
Several  lengths  of  sluice  boxes, 
or  troTi^s  with  the  ends  out, 
s\ipported  by  tressels,  form  the 
sluice;  across  the  bottom  inside 
are  riffles  or  false  bottoms,  to 
save  the  gold;  a  stream  of  water 
being  txirnod  down,  the  gold  is 
separated  from  the  dirt,  which 
is  washed  out. 


Toming 


The  above  represents  three  men 
woricLng  with  a  Tom;  two  are 
vigorously  pidcing  down  and 
shoveling  the  dirt  into  the 
upper  part  of  the  Tom,-  and  the 
o-tther  is  moving  it  about  with  a 
hoe  or  shovel,  to  wash  it  and 
toss  out  the  larger  rocks  or 
riddlings.  The  gold,  dirt  and 
water  passes  thru  a  sieve  or 
tom- iron  at  the  lower  end  into 
a  riffle  box  below,  vdiere  the 
gold  is  saved. 


The  Guyaskutus 


The  illustration  above,  is  of 
a  gold  saving  machine,  invented 
by  Ifr.  James  Patterson  of 
I^cervillo,  bv  who  a  similar  on 
one  is  patented  in  »diich  the 
finest  particles  of  scale  or 
flour  gold  are  saved.  The  rodcs 
are  seen  rolling  over  the  end, 
while  the  dirt  gold  and  water 
pass  thru  a  tom  iron  into  the 
machine  where  the  gold  is  separ¬ 
ated  by  means  of  quidcsilver, 
and  being  washed  over  patent 
riffles. 


It  would  appear  that  our  early  Forty-Niners  did  a  bit 
more  than  run  over  the  ground,  shoveling  Gold  into  baskets.

Ground  Sluicing 


This  illustrates  one  of  the 
many  methods  of  ground  slToicing. 
A  trench  is  first  diog  down  the 
hillside,  into  which  a  small 
stream  of  water  is  tTimed; 
miners  then  stand  across  or  in 
the  stream,  and  with  their 
pidcs  loosen  the  gravel  and  dirt 
while  the  force  of  the  water 
carries  it  into  a  sluice  below. 
Sometimes  a  stream  of  water  is 
m4de  to  run  by  the  side  of  a 
bank,  and  by  xandermining  or 
picking  down  the  bank,  it  falls 
into  the  water,  by  which  it  is 
removed,  and  the  pay  dirt  is 
afterwards  carefully  washed. 


^Tunneling^__ 

Tunnels  are  drifted  into  the 
hills  to  save  the  labor  of 
washing  down  the  whole.  The 
strata  of  gravel  or  pay  dirt 
lying  upon  the  bed  rock  is 
generally  the  richest  and  is 
taken  out  as  Illustrated  above. 
Sometimes  tvinnels  are  cut  in 
solid  rock,  to  drain  the  water 
off  and  work  the  inside  of  the 
hill  to  advantage.  The  Table 
Moxintain  tunnel  near  Jamestown 
is  900  feet  thru  solid  rode 
upon  \diich  3756  days  labor  have 
been  expended. 


Turning  the  River. 


The  view  represents  the  building 
of  a  dam  across  the  river,  to 
turn  it  into  a  flume.  From  10 
to  20  men  form  themselves  into 
a  Joint  stock  company,  for  the 
puipose  of  demining  and  working 
the  bed  of  the  river.  Sometimes 
several  companies  will  unite, 
and  by  their  enterprise  build  a 
flume  several  miles  long  into 
which  the  whole  stream  is 
turned.  Wheels  are  placed  in 
the  flume  to  pump  out  the 
remaining  water,  or  elevate 
rocks  or  dirt  from  below, 
after  which  dirt  is  washed 
in  a  sluice,  tem  or  cradle. 

The  Sailors  claim  on  Feather 
River  cost  over  $200,000, 
and  employed  300  men  daily. 


Panning  Out. 

The  above  represents  the 
primitive  method  of  mining.  A 
pan  filled  with  earth  is  set 
into  the  water,  and  by  shaking 
it  from  side  to  side,  the  dirt 
is  washed  out  ,  and  the  gold 
gradually  sinking  to  the  bottcan 
of  the  pan,  is  there  saved. 

This  method  is  still  used  by 
every  ccwipany  to  wash  out  the 
product  of  the  days  labor; 
while  the  Chilian  or  Mexican 
uses  the  pan  or  bowl  exclusivelj 


pie  earth  to  be  washed  is  carried 
in  budeets  and  en^itied  into  the 
sieve  or  hopper,  where  water 
is  poured  iqjon  it;  as  the  cradle 
is  rocked  from  side  to  side  the 
water  falls  thru  the  sieve  upon 
an  apron  on  the  back  of  the 
cradle  and  pushing  the  dirt  out 
the  end-  while  the  gold  r«nains 
on  the  end  of  the  cradle. 

Chinamen  are  the  principle 
workers  with  this  machine.

Listing  Moffat  &  Co.  as  King  of  California  Private 
Mints —  made  a  very  interesting  and  informative  story  of 
the  California  Gold  Rush  days»  as  told  by  Bob  Pederson 
in  the  Febtiary  1964  issue  of  COINS  magasine. 

These  hectic  six  years  of  California  gold  digging,  from 
1848  -  1854  spelled  for  some  Success,  while  for  others 
Failure. 

This  was  not  alone  the  case  for  the  hard  woidcing  miner 
but  as  well  for  the  private  Minter  vrtio  tried  to  turn  this 
gold  flour,  gold  dust,  lumps  and  nuggets  into  the  more 
practically  handled  gold  coin. 


This  was  the  first  privately  minted  gold  to  bo  accepted 
as  cxirrency  by  the  Western  States.  These  ingots  were 
valued  at  from  $9.43  to  as  high  as  $3000.  Only  the 
$14.25  and  $16.  bars  are  now  to  be  found. 

The  famous  Augustus  Humberts  a  Now  York  watch-case  maker 
had  been  appointed  by  the  government  as  the  Assayor  of  the 
U.S.Assay  Office  in  I85I  and  he  placed  his  name  and 
government  stamp  on  the  ingots  of  gold  issued  by  Moffat  & 
Co. ,  thereafter.  This  assay  office  activity  was  only  a 
temporary  measure  to  accomodate  the  Californians-  until 
a  pemanent  branch  mint  could  be  established. .  .which  was 
not  imtil  18  54 


As  we  have  mentioned,  many  private  Mints  were  out  of  the 
picture  by  I85I — for  one  reason  or  another. 

Moffat  &  Co. --guided  by  John  L.  Moffat-  a  New  York  Assayer 
very  well  experienced  with  various  activities  in  gold  as 
a  business,  went  out  to  California,  among  the  veiy  first, 
to  buy  up  gold  as  brokers  and  ship  it  back  to  New  Yoric  to 
bo  processed.  The  company  was  substantial  enough  to  be 
able  to  get  a  contract  from  the  U.S. Government  with  the 
expressed  purpose  of  assaying  the  gold  and  fixing  the  value 
of  grains,  lumps  and  nuggets.  This  did  require  experience, 
and  exact  knowledge. 

Then  they  were  said  to  bo  the  only  California  Private  Mint 
to  redeem  the  coins  or  gold  ingots  they  produced — which 
did  denote  integrity  which  earned  them  the  consideration 
and  respect  of  not  only  the  p\ablio-  but  the  government  as 
well.^ 

It  should  bo  understood  that  the  minting  of  gold  for 
coinage,  has  always  boon  the  prerogative  of  the  government 
itself  and  the  Private  Mints  of  California  did  not  actually 
have  the  governments  blessing.  Howevei^  in  the  case  of 
Moffat  &  Co,  and  a  few  others-  they  did  operate  in  a  semi 
official  capacity. 

In  the  early  beginning  they  wore  able  to  process  the  newly 
mined  gold  ore-  called  smelting-  put  it  together  in  various 
size  small  to  large  ingots,  weigh,  value-  stamp  it  and 
endorse  this  valuation  with  their  own  signature  or  indent- 
ifi cation. 


When  Moffat  &  Co.,  fortunately  found  the  Bavarian  CXimeo 
cutter  and  engraver-  Albert  Kuner-  they  were  all  set  xp 
to  go.  Kuner  designed  and  cut  the  dies  for  the  $5.  and 
$10.  gold  pieces  of  1849  vdiich  resembled  our  American 
Eagle  with  the  words  Moffat  &O0  in  place  of  the  word 
LIBERTY,  on  the  obverse.  On  the  reverse  was  mentioned 
Gilifornia  Gold  and  the  denomination. 

These  early  gold  coins  were  the  first  substantial  major 
issues  of  the  West,  since  the  earlier  N.G.&N-  Norris, 
Grigg  &  Norris  coins  were  not  of  sxifficient  quantity, 
reliability,  respectability,  and  even  standard  design 
to  be  acceptable  to  the  public. 


Moffet  &  CO.  did  sot  xp  the  lead  and  maiy  other  Mints 
sprang  xp  overnight,  and  San  Francisco-  at  times-  was 
flooded  xjith  gold,  which  was  to  soon  dissipated,  along 
with  some  of  the  "johnny- come- lately  prlxrate  minters." 
Perhaps  one  of  the  reasons  that  the  legality  of  the  prlxrate 
mintage  of  gold  in  California  vras  not  seriously  questioned 
was  because  Templeton  Reid  and  Christopher  Bechtler  had 
set  xp  prexrious  precedent  thru  their  minting  of  gold  in 
lunpkin  Coxmty,  Georgia  by  Reid;  and  by  Bechtler  in 
Rutherfordton  in  North  Carolina. 

It  was  when  rumors  began  to  circxilate  that  many  of  these 
prixrate  coins  minted  had  a  dubioxis  xralue-  less  than 
designated-  that  confidence  in  them  was  lost  and  they 
folded.

That  is... except  for  Moffat  &  Oo.,  which  had  an  established 
reputation  for  honesty  and  integrity. 

Also-  regulatory  Acts,  passed  by  the  California  Legislate 
ure  set  up  a  stricter  control  which  had  an  effect. 

’/^hen  the  U.S. Assay  office  was  authorized  in  September  1950 
Moffat  and  Co.  was  awarded  the  contract  and  began  minting 
with  the  U.S.Assayers  stamp  of  Axogust  Humbert. 

At  this  time  John  Moffat  resigned  from  the  company — which 
was  then  carried  on  by  his  associates,  Curtis,  Perry  & 

V/ard  -  thox;igh  they  continued  to  be  known  as  Moffet  &  Co. 

They  were  at  this  time  only  authorized  to  mint  the  $50. 
gold  slugs.  These  were  not  popular  with  merchants  and  lost 
favor  with  the  public. 


Later  Moffat  &0o. ,  began  minting  $10.  &  $5*  gold  pieces 

under  their  own  name,  and  after  1852  as  regular  government 
designed  coins. 


Hy  1853  the  Assay  office  was  discontinued  and  Moffat  &  Co. 
arranged  to  take  over  operation  of  the  U.S. San  Francisco 
Mint.  By  April  1854  they  were  ready  to  operate. 

Whenever  there  was  a  shortage  of  coinage  on  hand  the  private 
mints  were  always  ready  to  jump  in  and  help  out  tho  ty  1855 
all  private  mintage  was  discontinued. 

So  over  this  period  of  about  six  years  Moffat  &  Co. ,  was 
wen  accepted  as  the  unchallenged  leader  of  the  Private 
Mints,  having  gone  thru  the  stages  of  private  minting, 
operating  the  U.S.Assay  office  and  finally  operating  the 
U.S.lB-nt.  It  had  come  thru  with  a  fine  reputation,  had 
held  the  public  confidence  for  honesty  and  integrity, 
ffcffet  &  Co-  King  of  the  California  Private  Mints. 


EAGLES  ($10.00  Gold  Pieces) 

Coinage  authority  including  specified  weights  and  fineness  of  the  eagle  con¬ 
forms  with  that  of  the  half-eagle.  The  small  eagle  reverse  was  used  until  1797 
when  the  large,  heraldic  eagle  replaced  it.  The  early  dates  have  variations  in 
the  number  of  stars,  the  rarest  date  being  1798.  No  eagles  were  struck  from 
1805  to  1837.  Proofs  prior  to  1855  are  known  to  exist  of  some  dates,  and  all 
are  rare. 


CORONET  TYPE  —  Reduced  Size 

In  1838  the  weight  and  diameter  of  the  eagle  were  reduced  and  the  obverse 
and  reverse  were  redesigned.  Liberty  now  faces  left  and  the  word  LIBERTY 
is  placed  on  the  coronet.  A  more  natural  appearing  eagle  is  used  on  the  reverse. 
The  value,  TEN  D.,  is  shown  for  the  first  time  on  this  denomination.

GALIFO^^  PRIVATE  OOINAGE  was  the  natural  result  of 
the  California  "3oTT^isTi7™ 

On  January  19th,  gold  was  discovered  at  Captain  Sutters  new 
s**«iill»  being  constructed  by  his  foreman  and  partner  in 
this  venture  Ibe  Sacramento  Valley  and 

mountains  along  the  American  River,  in  the  area  which  was -to 
be  named  ^olom^,  and  which  is  now  a  State  Pai^c. 

Within  a  few  months  the  hills  were  filled  with  go^d  seekers. 
People  walked  off  their  jobs,  ships  were  deserted, 
businesses  closed  down,  herds  wandered  loose  on  the  range, 
grain  left  to  rot  in  the  fields  or  graineries  and  soldiers 
deserted  their  posts.  Thousands  of  ships  remained  idle 
in  the  San  Francisco  harbor,  and  the  city  itself  was 
practically  deserted.  Everything  was  at  a  stand  still, 
except  the  mad  rush  for  gold.  The  hope  of  becoming  rich 
over  night.  Hopeful  prospectors  rushed  50  or  100  miles 
thru  the  hills  and  mountains  to  reach  the  diggings  with 
not  enough  food  to  last  them  a  week.  And  when  they  were 
arrived  at  "the  diggings"  there  was  not  a  grocery  store  in 
sight.  Not  a  shelter  to  stay  only  the  trees  and  the 

sky  for  a  roof.  Some  unfortunates  staid  a  week,  without 
*  grain  of  gold  to  show  for  it,  and  trudged  back  home. 

Tiiey  had  had  it.  Some  went  better  equipped  and  stuck  it  out 
for  fame  and  fortune. 


In  those  early  California  days,  there  had  not  been  too  great 
a  need  or  demand  for  cash  or  pocket  money.  Hides  and  cattle 
had  served  as  a  medium  of  exchange.  Or  barter  or  labor. 

Not  more  than  a  dozen  ships  had  put  into  the  the  ports  of 
the  Pacific  coast.  Within  a  few  months  of  the  gold 

strike,  a  thousand  ships  had  docked  in  San  Francisco, 
many  to  remain  there  for  a  time.  At  first,  the  military 
in  charge,  was  able  to  accept  gold  dust  on  deposit  for 
security  to  pay  the  incoming  duty  on  goods,  food  and 
supplies,  needed  by  the  miners  and  the  new  arrivals. 

Gold  which  was  worth  $18.  per  oimce,  however,  did  not 
bring  over  $6.  to  $8.  on  auction  and  was  soon  no  longer 
acceptable.  Even  foreign  money  was  soon  absorbed. 

Calil'oiTiians  petitioned  Congress  for  a  mint  to  coin  the 
plentiful  sTopply  of  gold  on  hand.  They  received  the  usual 
procrastination.  So,  if  there  could  be  no  U.S.Gold, 

there  was  only  one  answer. ... .Private  Gold,  which  means- 
a  gold  coin  Not  strudc  by  the  regular  U.S. Government  Ifi.nts. 
This  meant  coins  issued  1-  by  private  owned  bankers  or 
firms;  2-  coins  issued  by  the  State  gold  assayers  y.  Ingots 
which  were  produced  by  U.S.  Assayers;  4-  the  small  gold 
coins  of  $1.  or  loss  irtiich  were  issued. 

Ihe  first  gold  coin  minted  was  a  $5.  gold  piece  by 
which  according  to  a  newspaper  item,  mentions  May  31st,  1849 
This  stood  f or jIorr^^^&rigj^_andJJor^^  According  to 
R.S.  Yeomans  GuideBooKoflAiited  States  Coins,  (^ich  is 
often  refered  to  in  this  article)  this  coin  was  strudc  in 
Benicia  0.ty-  near  San  Francisco. 


Moffat  &  06.  began  issuing  their  coins,  also  in  1849. 

TjoT^"  pieces  issued  by  them  were  accepted  and  accepted  at  par. 
They  operated  longer  and  at  a  larger  scale  than  any  of  the 
minters,  and  were  the  only  California  Private  Mint,  to 
redeem  their  coins.  Their  assay  office  was  conducted  as  a 
semi  official  office.  In  I85O  they  received  a  government 
contract  to  assay  and  fix  the  value  of  gold  grains  and  lumps, 
and  to  value  each  ingot.  Because  of  this,  many  smaller 
mints  ceased  to  operate  by  IB50.  At  first,  John  L.Moffat, 
a  New  York  Assayer,  who  with  other  associates  had  gone  to 
California  to  buy  the  gold  metal,  and  ship  it  back  East,  as 
gold  brokers,  later  formed  ffoffat  and  Co. 

At  fii^t,  in  about  June  of  1849,  they  began  issuing  small 
rectangular  pieces  of  gold  in  from  half  ovinc^  $9*43  size 
to  larger  $264. sizes. 

Jacob  Fischel  of  Cincinnati  ,  together  with  some  associates, 
came  west,  by  way  of  St.  Louis,  with  the  intention  of 


trading  and  minting  of  California  gold.  However,  it  seems 
they  met  with  some  misfortune,  and  only  a  1849"$5.  and  a 
1849~$10.  gold  piece  has  been  found. 


News  of  the  urgency  and  the  need  of  more  gold  minting 
brought  other  ccxi?)anies  to  California.  The  .Massachusetts 
anci  California  Co.,  of  Northhampton  Mass.'! for  tha 
gold  coimtryT'^ll  equipt  with  all  the  necessary  tools, 
equiptment  and  minting  equiptment.  But  not  much  is  left 
to  show  the  result  of  their  efforts,  aside  from  a  1849 
Five  Dollar  gold  piece.  Since  it  contained  some 

copper  instead  of  the  CJalifomia  native  gold,  which  might 
contain  some  silver,  it  is  assumed  that  it  was  a  trial 
piece  struck  in  the  East  out  of  some  local  gold  available. 


Oie  of  the  coirpanies  which  were  to  be  short  lived,  and  out 
of  the  picture,  was  the  jfinere2_tonk_of_SanF^nrisco  in 
1849.  Wright  and  Co,  exchange  brokers  applieoL  ‘to’  the 
State  to  mint  $5.  and  $10.  gold  pieces  for  local  usage 
but  they  were  turned  down.  All  that  remains  is  a  1B49 
Ten  Dollar  gold  piece.

in  R.S. Yeoman's  book.  He  does  show  a  remaining  1849 
$5*  and  $10.  gold  piece. 


In  July  of  1848  a  number  of  citizens  of  San  Francisco 
got  together  and  formed  a  resolution  to  GovemorR.B. Mason 
calling  for  assayers  to  test  the  newly  mined  gold, 
convert  it  into  ingots,  stamped  with  the  weight  and 
fineness  and  the  name  of  the  weigher.  This  resulted  in 
the  issuing  of  these  ingots  by  ^^^fo2^^_ 

^^^^^ssajej^^^^lB^O^  Ihese  gold  "slugs"  were  then  used 
as  money  and  were  valued  from  $36.55  to  $150.  They  were 
worth  more  than  U.S.Gold  in  actual  value  and  are  quite 
rare. 


Dubosq  8c  Oo.. . .  Theodore  Dubosq. . .  San^ancisco_lS^^^ 
was,  it  seems,  a  Philadelphia  jeweler,  who  came...  and 
went,  leaving  behind  a  $5*  and  $10  gold  piece  I85O 


Baldwin  &  Oo. .  being  George  C.  Baldwin  and  Thomas  S.  Holman- 
were  Sar^^ran^sco  jewelers,  and  who  took  over  the 
raachineiy  and  equiptment  of  F.D. Kohler  in  May  of  I85O. 

They  had  a  large  output,  striking  some  $590,000. 
worth  of  gold  pieces  in  the  first  three  months  of  I85I. 
However,  in  an  assay  by  Avigustus  Humbert,  it  seems,  their 
coins  struck,  had  an  intrinsic  value,  below  their  par  value 
This  set  off  a  charge  of  gold  swindle  in  the  Pacific  News 
papers,  and  shortly  thereafter,  it  was  reported,  that 
these  same  gentlemen  had  "flown  the  coup". 

The  records  show  an  18  50  Five  Dollar  coin;  and  I85O 
Ten  Dollar  coin  (horseman  t3q)e)  as  well  as  an  I85I  Ten 
Dollar  and  a  Twenty  Dollar  gold  coin,  (including  some  copper) 


of  ^^an__2j2iiSiSSo.^B^  conducted  a  brass 
fomdry  in  1851»  Judge  G.W. Schultz  and  William  T.  Garratt 
were  the  partners.  It  is  said,  that  this  fim  made  all  the 
dies  for  private  coinage  in  San  Francisco-  except  those  of 
Moffat  ACo.  Albert  Kuner  was  the  engraver.  Besides  making 
the  dies,  this  firm  also  coined  $5.  gold  pieces.  But  when 
the  State  passed  the  law  to  plat»  all  private  coiners  on  a 
banking  basis,  they  discontinued,  in  this  same  year  1951  • 

So  their  rememberence  is  their  I85I  Five  Dollar  gold  piece. 


Edward  E.  Dunbar  of^unbar&Oonjganj^SanFiwncisco^lB^ 
conducted  the  California  bank  in  San  Franci^co^T^^TTwie 
of  the  great  Banking  chains  of  California).  When  the  Baldwin 
&  Co.  coins  were  exposed  and  refused,  Dunbar  advertised  to 
redeem  them  upon  demand.  When  Baldwin  &  Co.  "quit"  it  is 
supposed  that  EXmbar  took  over  their  machinery  and  equiptment. 
The  $5*  I85I  gold  coin  is  the  only  specimen  we  have  of 
their  coinage.  However,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
this  short  issue  piece  of  Pioneer  private  mintage  today  has 
reached  fantastic  value.  This  very  $5*  gold  piece  by 
Dunbar  &  Co,  brought  the  interesting  price  of  $11,250. 
back  in  1963  at  the  Walton  Sale.

They  conducted 
an  excellent  laboratory  with  complete  equiptment  for 
analyzing  and  coining  gold.  At  first,  they  just  cashed  in 
gold,  but  in  18 52  they  brought  out  their  first  gold  coin, 
a  $5.  piece,  with  the  large  head.  Later  in  1852  they  also 
issued  the  $5*  specimen  with  small  head,  followed  by 
the  $10.  gold  coins  in  both  large  and  small  head.  In 
I853  and  1854  they  made  no  issue,  however  in  1855  they 
brought  out  the  $20.  and  the  $50.  gold  pieces. 

Of  the  $50.  gold  pieces,  for  a  time  they  were  being 
issued  at  the  rate  of  $38,000  per  day.  Their  $10. 
coin  of  this  same  1855  date  had  a  different  designed 
Liberty  Head.  The  $20.  coins  came  in  both  lai^e  and 
small  head.

John  Kellogg  of  Kellogg  &  Qompany  of  San  Francisco  18^4-185*)

to  .Curtis  Perry  and  Ward.  When  the  U.S.Assay  Office 

ceased  in  1853*  Kellogg  became  associated  with  assayer 
G.F. Richter  and  the  two  set  up  business  as  Kellogg  &  Richter 
For  a  time,  when  the  U.S.Assay  office  qriit,  no  private 
cort?)any  strudc  any  gold  coinage  The  new  .San  Francisco 
Mint,  for  some  months,  did  no  minting  after  Curtis  &  Perry 
took  the  government  contract.  And  lack  of  coins  again 
hampered  business ’Ul  they  petitioned  Kellogg  &  Richter 
to  fill  the  gap  by  supplying  private  coins.  Ry  Feb.  9,  IB 54 
Kellogg  &Co. , circulated  the  first  $20.  gold  piece.  The 
design  was  similar  to  the  one  which  followed  in  I855. 


STiallgold^iaces_^r^ljj^_^^O^^^an^^^^_s^e^were  issued 
from  lB5?T!^I5t}2,  wKen  tiie  TavTwa^passeJ^’ forbidding 
private  coinage.  The  activities  of  the  gold  rush  broToght 
on  the  shortage  of  small  change  and  private  companies 
filled  the  demand  as  required. 

They  were  issued  in  ro\md  and  octagonal  shape  in  the  three 
sizes.  The  gen\iine  coins  bear  on  the  reverse  either 
"cents”,  "Dol",  "Doll.",  or  "Dollar".  On  the  obverse  or 
front  of  coin  they  show  three  main  types. .. .Liberty  Head; 
Indian  Head;  or  Washington  Head.  The  three....  main  types 
of  reverse  are  the  Wreath,  the  Beaded  Circle,  or  the 
Eagle.  Coins  with  "cents"  or  the  Washington  Head 
or  the  Eagle  reverse  are  most  scarce  and  worth  twice  the 
value  of  the  others. 

These  small  California  gold  denominations  are  not  too 
common,  and  you  will  find  them  in  far  greater  number

Shortly  hereafter,  the  San  Francisco  U.S. Branch  mint 
began  operation,  but  at  a  slow  pace,  and  Kellogg  &  Co. , 
continued  to  fill  the  gap.  But  then  they  discontinued 
under  this  name  in  1854  and  Kellogg  joined  in  partnership 
with  ^_Augustus_Jivmibor^  who  for  a  time  had  been  JL^^Ass^[ei% 
In  I855,  tho  the  U.S.Mint  was  in  operation,  they  produced 
in  greater  qiiantity  than  ever  before.  We  now  have  the 
$50*  coin  with  the  different  reverse,  designed  ly 
Ferdinand  Gruner,  tho  Edgar  H.  Adams  in  his  book  states 
that  they  were  not  issued  in  any  great  qiiantity. 


in  the  similar  appearing  (hlifornia  souvenir  pieces  which 
have  little  value.  However,  a  number  of  these  original 
small  denomination  Gtliforeia  gold  pieces  have  been 
stashed  away  in  jewelry  boxes  and  hope  chests  of  old. 

You  may  even' have  one  from  those  souvenirs  received  from 
Grandma  or  Grandpa.  Incidently,  the  reund  $1.  size 
uncirculated, lists  in  Yeomans  Guide  Book  of  United  States

GOLD  DOLLARS 


Gold,  the  earliest  known  and  most  beautiful  of  all  metallic  substances,  has 
been  and  remains  of  the  greatest  commercial  consequence.  Of  the  precious 
metals,  gold  particularly  has  for  ages  been  the  chief  material  used  for  coins. 

Gold  is  common  to  most  nations  as  a  standard  for  measurement  of  all  other 
values.  In  our  own  country  paper  currency  and  token  coins  now  serve  exclu¬ 
sively  as  money.  Gold  continues  to  serve  as  the  yardstick  of  money  values, 
although  it  is  no  longer  used  for  actual  coinage.  The  gold  possessed  by  the 
United  States  treasury  is  held  as  a  reserve  to  back  up  our  token  or  representa¬ 
tive  money.  ...  .. 

The  amount  of  money  in  circulation  in  the  United  States  is  tied  to  the 
amount  of  gold  reserves.  Our  money  will  remain  stable  so  long  as  we  adhere 
to  the  gold  standard  with  a  fixed  weight  of  gold  as  the  dollar  (now  13.71  grains 
of  pure  gold).  .... 

Since  gold  has  not  circulated  as  money  since  1933  it  has  been  stored  in 
bullion  form,  thus  saving  the  expense  of  coinage.  Being  a  standard  of  value 
its  worth  is  the  same  whether  in  the  shape  of  coins  or  in  bars. 

As  a  result  of  the  gold  surrender  order.  United  States  gold  coins  have  become 
scarce,  and  the  small  remaining  supply  of  these  beautiful  and  respected  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  our  monetary  past  is  being  legally  and  carefully  preserved 
by  the  Numismatic  fraternity. 


GOLD  DOLLARS 

1849-1889 

Coinage  of  the  gold  dollar  was  authorized  by  the  Act  of  March  3,  1849.  The 
weight  was  25.8  grains,  fineness  .900.  The  first  type,  struck  until  1854,  is 
known  as  the  Liberty  Head  or  small-sized  type.  In  1854  the  piece  was  made 
larger  in  diameter  and  thinner.  The  design  was  changed  to  a  feather  head¬ 
dress  on  a  female  generally  referred  to  as  the  Indian  Head  or  Large-sized  type. 
In  1856  the  type  was  changed  slightly  by  enlarging  the  size  of  the  head. 
The  Type  1  dollars  after  1849  all  have  a  closed  wreath  on  the  reverse.

THREE-DOLLAR  GOLD  PIECES 
1854-1889 

The  three-dollar  gold  piece  was  authorized  by  Act  of  February  21,  1853.  The 
coin  was  first  struck  in  1854.  It  was  never  popular  and  saw  very  little  cir¬ 
culation. 

The  coin  weighs  77.4  grains,  .900  fine.  The  head  on  the  obverse  represents 
an  Indian  princess  with  hair  tightly  curling  over  the  neck,  head  crowned  with 
a  circle  of  feathers,  the  band  of  which  is  inscribed  LIBERTY.  A  wreath  of 
tobacco,  wheat,  corn  and  cotton  occupies  the  field  of  the  reverse,  with  the 
denomination  and  date  within  it.  No  change  of  type  was  made  during  the  life 
of  this  denomination. 

In  the  year  1854  only,  the  word  DOLLARS  is  in  much  smaller  letters  than 
in  years  1855  through  1889.

Flowing  hair  Stella  of  1879 


Rare  $4  Gold  Stella 
Never  Reached  Public 

—  By  Kenneth  Harbour 

One  of  America’s  rarest  coins  -  the  $4  gold  piece  -  or  "Stella”  -  Which 
never  reached  circulation,  has  earned  the  phrase,  "the  coin  that  almost  was.” 

The  idea  for  a  $4  coin  came  about  when  our  ambassador  to  Austria  suggested 
an  American  coin  that  would  coincide  with  the  metric  system  of  some  European 
nations. 

John  A.  Kasson  asked  the  American  government  to  get  a  $4  coin  into  circula¬ 
tion.  His  choice  was  a  coin  which  would  approximate  the  Austrian  8  Florin. 

Charles  Barber,  chief  mint  engraver,  inscribed  enough  Latin  phrases  on  the 
proposed  coin  to  influence  Americans  at  home  as  he  felt  that  foreigners  would 
recognize  the  terms  from  the  almost  universal  language. 

For  the  obverse.  Barber  chose  a  portrait  of  a  woman  with  flowing  hair.  and.  as 
in  most  liberty  head  portraits,  the  word  "Liberty”  was  included  on  her  coronet. 
Over  and  around  the  portrait  were  the  details  6G-3S-7C-7  Grams. 

The  Latin  phrases  which  were  on  the  reverse,  would  read  "E  Pluribus  Unum" 
(Out  of  Many.  One)  and  Deo  Est  Gloria"  ("Glorious  is  God.”  which  is  the  Latin 
version  of  "In  God  We  Trust”).  Also,  on  the  reverse  was  a  five-pointed  star  with 
the  word  "One  Stella”  and  400  cents. 

The  word  "Stella”  means  "Star”  in  Latin  and  it  was  hoped  that  it  would  be 
helpful  in  making  it  a  wanted  coin. 

The  "Stella”  Coins  made  little  headway  and  are  today  in  the  hands  of  a 
privileged  few. 

Red  Book  listings  show  that  there  were  415  1879  flowing-hair  type,  gold  $4 
Stellas  made  and  list  today  for  $6,000.  There  were  10  1879  coiled  hair  Stellas 
(coiled-hair  types  were  designed  by  Charles  Barber)  and  sell  today  for  $16,500. 
The  1880  flowing  -  hair  Stellas  -  with  only  15  struck,  sell  for  $14,500.  The  1880 
coiled-hair  types  of  the  $4  Stellas  list  for  $16,500.  since  only  10  were  struck.

The 
gold  was  turned  over  to  the  mint  and 
made  into  quarter  eagles.  The  distin¬ 
guishing  mark  “CAL.”  was  punched 
above  the  eagle  on  the  reverse  side, 
while  the  coins  were  in  the  die.

A  few  experimental  pieces  were  struck  having  an  extremely  high  relief.  They 
are  easily  distinguished  from  the  ones  issued  later  for  general  circulation,  which 
also  have  a  very  high  relief. 

The  field  of  the  rare  experimental  pieces  is  excessively  concave  and  con¬ 
nects  directly  with  the  edge  without  any  border,  giving  it  a  sharp  knife-like 
appearance;  Liberty’s  skirt  shows  two  folds  on  the  side  of  her  right  leg;  the 
Capitol  building  in  the  background  at  left  is  very  small;  the  sun,  on  the  re¬ 
verse  side,  has  14  rays  as  opposed  to  the  regular  high  relief  coins  that  have 
only  13  rays  extending  from  the  sun. 

11,250  high  relief  pieces  were  struck  for  general  circulation.  The  relief  is 
somewhat  lower  but  both  have  the  date  1907  in  Roman  numerals.  Flat-relief 
double  eagles  were  issued  later  in  1907  with  Arabic  numerals.

Brasher’s  Doubloon 
The  $100,000  Coin 


Tf*  You  are  ever  asked  to  name  the  most  valuable  Gold  coin* 
you  will  be  safe  in  naming  the  Brasher  Doubloon-  worth 
perhaps  $100,000. 

In  toy  of  1965  a  specimen  of  this  fantastic  gold  coin  was 
stolen  from  the  Yale  University  Collection.  It  was  again 
recovered  on  Nov.  27th  196?  in  marni,  Florida, by  a  insurance 
representative. 

When  a  list  of  the  magnificent  coin  collection  stolen  fi^Dm 
W.H.  Dupont  of  Miami  was  issued,  it  also  listed  a  Brasher 
Doubloon.  Before  this  Dec.  *6?  robbery,  it  was  not 
known  that  there  were  more  than  the  six  authentic  specimens 
of  this  famous  gold  coin. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Ephraim  Brasher^  a  famous 
silver  and  goldsmith  of  New  York  City  struck  this  most 
intriguing  early  Colonial  coin,  but  we  do  not  know  just 
why,  when  and  where. 

It  was  the  first  gold  coin  to  be  minted  in  the  United 
States.  It  was  dated  178?  but  there  is  no  authentic 
record  to  confirm  this. 

In  that  period,  there  was  a  great  shortage  of  coinage  for 
1  change,  a  situation  which  existed  for  some  years 
before  and  after  the  American  Revolutionary  War  of  1771- 

1775 

In  1776  the  thirteen  original  States  were  given  the  right 
to  issue  coins,  but  only  5  accepted  the  prlvilage,  they 
being  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut 
and  New  Jersey,  and  their  issue  of  cents  and  half  cents. 


New  York  had  not  as  yet  authorized  the  minting  of  coins, 
tho  several  petitions  had  been  presented  in  the  State 
Legislatxire. 

In  I887  Ephraim  Brasher  and  John  Bailey  filed  seperate 
petitions  for  the  right  to  make  coins  for  the  State  of 
New  York,  but  their  petitions  were  not  granted. 

Brasher  may  have  been  too  confident  and  had  already  made 
up  his  dies  for  a  pattern  of  a  Now  York  Eixcelclor  Cent. 

When  his  petition  was  tiirned  down,  he  may  have  decided 
to  strike  a  few  coins  before  putting  aside  the  dies. 

But  not  an  insignificent  Cent  or  Half  Cent. 

So  he  may  have  placed  the  name  Brasher  and  the  initials 
on  the  dies  and  possibly  struck  a  number  of  Doubloons  on 
gold  planchets-  at  least  six  or  seven  or  possibly  more 
as  a  souvenir  of  his  craftsmanship. 

He  possibly  felt  safe  in  minting  in  gold  since  they  would 
not  easily  pass  as  small  change,  which  was  so  badly 
needed. 

Back  in  the  days  of  the  1880' s,  Brashers  name  and  signature 
were  famous  for  his  tankards,  creamers,  bowls,  and  spoons. 
But  today  Elphraim  Brashers  name  is  famous  for  his  $100,000. 
Gold  Doubloon. 

Vernon  L.  Brown,  well  known  Numismatist,  in  a  well  written 
article  in  Coins  Magazine  of  May  I968  goes  to  great  detail 
in  covering  this  story.

In  gathering  information  at  his  local  library  branch, 
Russ,  gleaned  some  rare  bits  of  information  out  of  some 
of  the  Missouri  Historical  Bulletins  and  Newspapers  of 
^  those  very  days. 

Frcm . a  Bulletin  ty  Eugene  T.  Wells  on  'The  Growth 

of  Independence,  Mo.'  at  the  time  of  the  'Gold  Rush' 
the  Argonauts  ,  on  the  way  to  the  diggings,  in  passing 
thn  the  thriving  town  of  Independence-  could  firxi 
nrrmerous  private  boarding  houses  with  boarding  at  $1.  to 
$2.  per  week. 

During  the  Winter  of  1849-50  the  citizens  of  Independence 
prepared  for  another  big  emigration  westward.  Wagon  makers 
were  bvisy  on  wagons  at  from  $60.  to  $100.  each.  There  were 
4000  mules  on  hand  at  from  $60.to  $100.  each.  Oxen 
were  $45.  to  $60.  per  yoke. 

The  Hannibal  Ferry  could  not  transfer  the  arriving  emigrant 
vragons  across  the  ferry  from  Illinois,  as  fast  as  th^ 
arrived.

One  Missoia*ian  who  arrived  in  California  wrote  back  that 
the  whole  male  population  here  is  looking  for  gold. 

**Major  Cooper  wishes  you  to  send  your  sons  out  immediatly 
with  a  cargo  of  pork  which  is  worth  $80.  a  bbl.  Flour 
brings  $15*  to  $30.  per  bbl.  Lard  $50.  per  bbl.  EQjmkets 
are  worth  $60.  to  $200.  per  pair.  I  advise— charter  a  ship 
at  New  Orleans.'' 

John  Crigler  also  wrote  back  to  Missouri.  "Patherl  never 
let  anyone  cross  the  Plains.  Tell  them  they  will  see  awful 
times.  Tell  the  young  men  all  abouts,  that  are  doing  any 
thing  at  home,  to  remain  there.  There  is  gold  here,  but 
it  is  very  hard  work  to  get  .  It  is  not  'pidcing  it  up'  as 
I  heard  when  I  was  home.  And  it  is  no  country  at  all,  if 
it  vras  not  for  the  gold." 

Yet  Joseph  W.  Pullian,  writing  from  Weber's  Creek,  seven 
miles  south  of  Sutter's  Mill,  reported  that  most  of  the 
men  in  his  company  were  making  from  $10.  to  $50.  per  day. 
Joseph-  himself  made  $450.  in  18  days. 

(  But  he  did  not  mention  vrtiat  his  living  expenses  were. )

To  the  Romans  and  the  Greeks. .. .Paper  money,  Chedcs, 
S^i'k  Drafts  or  Scrip  were  unknown.

And  the  same  eoes  for  the  truly  great  gold  coins  of 
the  Roman  Ehiperors ,  Many  gold  coins  were  issued,  bearing 
the  portlet  of  Julius  Caesar  after  he  was  assassinated  in 
44  B.C.  (Also  beware  of  any  coins  of  his  bearing  this 
same  date.)  Cleopatra-  Queen  of  Efeypt-  mother  of  Caesars 
only  son  Caesarion-  mourned  Caesars  death  many  years 
thereafter,  and  wore  a  necklace  of  his  gold  coins.

(d)  Ihe  Director,  Office  of  Domestic  Gold  and  Silver

But  you  cannot  collect  the  coins  of  Canada,  which  must 
first  be  imported.  If  they  are  already  here,  they  must 
have  been  smiiggled  in  which  wo\ild  make  them  Illegal. 

And  yet,  according  to  COIN  WORLD  of  May  8,  1868,  at  the 
North  West  Central  States  Numismatic  Ass'n  Convention, 
they  had  on  exhibit  a  recent  196?  Canadian  coin  set 
which  included  the  gold  piece.  However,  thru  the 
special  efforts. of  Congressman  James  F.  Battin  of  Montana 
they  first  procured  a  t«i?Jorary  permit  or  license  to 
show  this  coin. 

Now  as  for  Gold  Medals.  Historically,  gold  medals 
have  not  been  produced  in  the  U.S.  or  iB?)orted  for  sale 
to  the  public.  Therefore,  they  are  not  to  be  permitted 
as  a  collectors  it«n. 

No  license  is  required  to  export  gold  coins,  if  they  are 
dated  before  1933* 

And  regardless  of  date,  mutilated  coins  of  gold,  or 
i^strUces,  that  is  gold  coins  \diich  have  been  restruci 
recently  from  old  dies,  or  coxmterfeits;  are  not 
considered  rare  or  collectable. 

Fabricated  Gold. ..is  processed  or  raanufactored  gold. 

(other  than  Gold  coin  or  scrap  gold.) 

This  is  permitted  to  be  held  if  the  gold  content  value 
does  not  exceed  the  present  $35*  P®r  ounce  valuation.
